It is not our purpose to discuss here the problem of all labor prob­ 
lems—youth at work. It is true that there are factories that are sel­ 
fish in these matters, and some of them may be right here in La Crosse, 
On the other hand, it is very often true that the child must 
starve, 
or worse, were it not for the 4vork offered by factories. Either way, the 
old objection holds good that thereby the man who creates and must 
support a family is deprived of well paid work. We are not, as a general 
proposition, at variance with A Subscriber; we cannot solve his prob­ 
lem, nor can he, until the approach of more Utopian times. 
But all that A Subscriber says has nothing to do with the purpose 
of La Crosse people to buy home goods. 
He intimates that La Crosse 
factories should be boycotted because they do not hire and fire to suit 
Good Conscience. Would he boycott La Crosse’s child-labor goods to 
buy the genuine sweat-shop products of foreign cities? Is it any worse 
here than elsewhere 
Is it not tru i that the conditions he complains 
of are not nearly so numerous here, not nearly so aggravated as 
in 
older and larger cities? We are not perfect, any of us. There are bad 
manufacturers, and bad men working for manufacturers; there arc good 
manufacturers and good workmen. La Crosse has its relative share of 
each, and the only way to get rid of then is to starve them to deatji. Boy­ 
cott our factories! Then, in a little while, there will be no factories, and 
no employes; and there will be no “jobs,” even for the children. 
Now we are so optimistic as to believe that the more support the fac­ 
tories get the more wages they will pay.
